The Defense Information Infrastructure (DI1) Common Operating Environment (COE)
Version 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patch 6 (Solaris 2.5.1) encompasses the following changes:

C Patches can now be installed from the network.

C During profile switching, execution of login processes for the newly selected profile are
now supported.

C TheRegrdScripts are now extendable for global profiles with Security Administration and
System Administration account group types.

C Anylogout process now runsto completion without being terminated by its parent.

Refer to the DIl COE Version 3.0.0.3 Version Description Document for the Kernel Patch 6 for
more information about the DIl COE 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patch 6.

ThisDIl COE Version 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patch 6 (Solaris 2.5.1) tape is a patch segment and must be
installed after the Solaris 2.5.1 Operating System, the DIl COE Version 3.0.0.3 Kernel, and the
DIl COE Version 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patches 2 and 4. While not required, installation of the DIl COE
Version 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patches 3 and 5 is also recommended before loading DIl COE 3.0.0.3
Kernel Patch 6. Refer to the DIl COE Kernel Installation Guide (Solaris 2.5.1) for instructions
on installing the Solaris 2.5.1 Operating System and the DIl COE Kernel. Refer to the DI COE
3.0.0.3P2 Kernel Patch 2 Installation Guide (Solaris 2.5.1), the DIl COE 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patch 3
Installation Guide (Solaris 2.5.1), the DIl COE 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patch 4 Installation Guide
(Solaris 2.5.1), and the DIl COE 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patch 5 Installation Guide (Solaris 2.5.1) for
instructions on installing the DIl COE 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patches 2, 3, 4, and 5.

ThisDIl COE Version 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patch 6 (Solaris 2.5.1) tape is a patch segment and must be
installed after the Solaris 2.5.1 Operating System, the DIl COE Version 3.0.0.3 Kernel, and the
DIl COE Version 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patches 2 and 4. While not required, installation of the DIl COE
Version 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patches 3 and 5 is also recommended before loading DIl COE 3.0.0.3
Kernel Patch 6. Refer to the DIl COE Kernel Installation Guide (Solaris 2.5.1) for instructions
on installing the Solaris 2.5.1 Operating System and the DIl COE Kernel. Refer to the appropriate
patch installation guide for instructions on installing the specific kernel patches.

Follow the steps below to install the DIl COE Version 3.0.0.3 Kernel Patch 6 (Solaris 2.5.1)
segment. Refer to the DIl COE System Administrator’ s Guide (HP-UX 10.20 and Solaris 2.5.1)
for more information about installing segments.

STEP 1. Load thepatch tape. Load the patch tape into atape drive.

STEP2: Login assystem administrator. Inthe DIl COE login screen, type sysadmi n a
the Name prompt and press [RETURN].

STEP3: Enter thesysadmi n password. Typethesysadni n password at the Passwor d
prompt and press [RETURN]. The System Administration software appears.

STEP4: Select the segnent | nstal | er option. Select the Segnent | nst al | er option
from the Sof t war e pull-down menu. Thel nst al | er window appears (Figure 1).
